la a good .conductor of beat and elec- 
tricity, which. Is only another form of 
heat. If a poker Is heated In the fire, 
yo^ pick up a cloth to hold the otter 
end, -although It has not been In the 
fire, because experience has taught yon 
that the heat Is connected through the 
metal from the fire to the outer end. 


This experiment with the flaming 


coal Is based upon this principle and 
the additional one that Unen and cot- 
ton, are poor conductors of beat. Take 
a globe of copper and draw a piece of 
cloth tightly over It so that there is 
not a wrinkle at the top. If the linen 
or cotton is closely woven, the trick !•- 
all the more certain. Then, holding 
the cloth tightly In place, you can safe- 
ly pot a glowing coal on top of the 
cloth', and, while It burns fiercely, the 
cloth will not even be scorched; 


Tbe reason Is that the great conduc- 


tivity of the copper draws the heat ot 
the coal before it can burn the cloth. 
Do not try this experiment with a 
good handkerchief first for If the cloth 
Is not tightly drawn It may bum, but 
take some worthless piece of Unen or 
muslin, and after you are certain of 
your experience you caa astonish your 
friends who do not know the secret-

Among means to secure additional 


relief wbioti were discussed tbe crea- 
tion of a labor bureau with a cabinet 
officer at iie bead was presented, in 
whiob connection be suid: "If labor 
be given a place ii tbe President's 
official household tbe man selected 
will necessarily be o worthy and 
tr.)»io>l representative of the people 
for whom he speaks, ami bis presence 
at cabinet mee'iux* will give those 
wbo toil for tbeir dully bre<id nssnr 
anoe ttmt their intere.ts mil be prop 
erly guarded." Wniob Ltngaaue indi- 
eates there baa been thought given by 
Mr. Bryan to tbe labor question, as it 
i* lu au unprotected condition, and BB 
it should be to furnlsb required pro- 
tection 10 those engaged in famishing 
wealth to a world.

there is not anything that can be dis- 
covered that would be entitled to bar* 
applied to it any phrase describing It 
M a means for tbe protection of labor.

The Tulip Crase. 


About tbe middle of the seventeenth 


century the tulip became known In 
Germany, and a scientist named Ges 
ner gives tbe first description of this 
flower. First only the yellow variety 
•was known, and then other colors were 
produced by crossing. Tbe Dutch, par- 
ticularly the citizens of Haarlem, pro- 
duced the most wonderful varieties of 
this flower and obtained enormous 
prices for them. 


In 1634 the trade in tulips assumed a 


peculiar turn. It degenerated Into a 
eort of a game of chance, so that In 
1GT3 the authorities felt called upon to 
Interfere and to Issue edicts against 
extravagance in tulips, as they former- 
ly had against trains and laces. This 
Interference would seem to be justified 
If one reads that In 1COC a single flower 
of this sort, called -the Vlceori, was 
paid for witb two cargoes of wheat 
four cargoes of rye, four fat oien. 
eight fat bogs. 12 fat sheep, two casks 
of wine, four barrels of beer, two tons 
of butter, 1,000 pounds of cheese, a 
complete bed, a suit of clothing and a 
silver tankard. 


Another bulb, the Semper Augustus, 


was paid for with 4,600 gold guilders 
and a coach with a 'double team of 
horses. 
In Haarlem the tulip craze 


reached Its height in the decade from 
1630 to 1C40, when a price of 12,000 
gold guilders (about $9,000 American 
money) is recorded for a single bulb.
